DEATH BY Drownine.—About two o'clock on Fri- 
day last, a young woman, named Mary Anne Finnerty, 
who was living as a servant with Thomas Corrigan, 
Edenderry, was found drowned in a deep bog-hole. On 
the previons afternoon the deceased had left her master’s 
house for the purpose of driving home some cows, and 
not having returned within a reasonable time, her ab- 
sence occasioned alarm, and her brother with others 
went in search of her, but were unable to obtain any 
tidings of her. On the following day drags were pro- 
cured, and her brothers, who continued the search, suc- 
ceeded in finding her body in a bog-hole, in which there 
was about seven feet of water. The pool was exactly iu 
the path she should go for the cows. She had a key 
attached to a string on her finger when found, which 
was the key of the gate on the pasturage. There were 
no marks of violence on the body, and it is supposed that 
when passing the bog-hole she was seized with a fit, and 
having fallen in, she was unable to extricate herself. 
An inquest was subsequently heli before George 
Heenan, Esq., coroner, when the jury found a verdict of 
“Accidental Drowning.”

SUCCESSFUL Farminc.—aA pleasant old gentleman of 
our acquaintance remarked the other day that farming 
wasa very agreeable occupation, but altogether unprofit- 
able asa speculation.

Boiltho has a field in his possession at Chyandour, 
known as The Hill.

Tue DISCHARGED Evrorgass IN Inpia.—On receipt 
of the news of the disaster at the Peiho, the Governor- 
General was warmly pressed to permit the discharged 
Europeans to volunteer, with bounty, for China. Ilis 
lordship refused, alleging, I am told, that if he offered 
a bribe to the discharged, her Mujesty’s regiments 
would demand bounty too. Mr. Bruce, also apparently 
in doubt as to the support he would receive in England, 
neglected for some time to send any official requisition 
for aid to Calcutta. The men, therefore, were sutlered 
to leave the Hooghly in shiploads. At last orders 
were received from England to engage them, and as 
two of the last ships were leaving the river they 
were stopped by telegraph, an officer sent down, and 
the men requested to volunteer. Out of 800 men all but 
45 declined, The remainder said, with some reason, 
“We go home free, get a ‘sky’ in England, see our 
friends, ’list, get the £5 you offer, and the new kit you 
don’t offer, and return free. What should we volunteer 
for?” This difficulty had been foreseen in India, and 
the Governor-General was urged with no effect to in- 
crease the terms to £10. His lordship declined. Tie 
detention of the vessels cost £80 a-day ia demurrage, 
and what with steam expenses and what not, each man 
of the 45 who returned to Calcutta had cost Government

of Mr. Caird, who travelled through Illinois and- 
Canada nominally for the purpose of comparing the 
advantages of both to English settlers. The influen- 
tial position of Mr. Caird gave more importance to 
his statements than they; would otherwise possess. It 
is now ascertained that he was connected with a 
company whose interest lay in the advancement of 
Illinois and the depreciation of Canada. In any case 
his opinions were merely those of a private indivi- 
dual, and were not in any way endorsed by public 
authority. But what our Canadian friends had some 
reason to resent was the subsidy of two postal com- 
panies, both of which had their terminus in New 
York, and consequently diverted the stream of traffic 
and emigration from Canada to the United States. 
Against a systematic postal service direct with Ca- 
nada there were two objections: the River St. 
Lawrence is frozen up for four months of the 
year, and, secondly, the Irish emigrant was 
obliged to take passage for Liverpool to em- 
bark in the Canadian Company's boats. The 
former difficulty is now obviated by the selection of 
Portland as the point of debarkation. From Port- 
land a railroad is connected with the grand trunk 
road between Montreal and Quebec. The emigrant 
can be conveyed rapidly and comfortably on the day 
of his arrival, by rail or water, as far as Bytown 
(Ottowa) or Toronto. From Toronto again he can 
proceed by steamboats ‘to the yet unopened district 
above Lake Superior. Both mails and emigrants for 
Canada will save two hundred miles by the adoption 
of Portland in place of New York, while passengers 
will be free from the persecution of a legion of touters 
who infest the latter port. 


After considerable negociation, it has been deter- 
mined that the Canadian steamers will from henceforth 
make Queenstown a port ofcall, both upon the outward 


prove the advantages of Irish ports as a place of em- 
barkation for America, we have it in these arrange- 
ments. The steamer, for instance, which leaves 
Liverpool by the morning tide on this day will call 
to-morrow evening at Queenstown, to receive, by rail, 
the London mail of the Ist, made up twenty-four 
hours after she has sailed from Liverpool. Passen- 
gers can thus avoid some hundred miles of sea and 
the dangers of the Channel. 


If we are connected thus with our most rising colony 
on the one side, we are to be connected with France 
on the other. Havre or Cherbourg is to be made 
the starting point for a line of French commercial 
steamers directly trading between Ireland and France. 
Instead of turning up the Channel to reach Liver- 
pool, these steamers will pass in a straight line to 
Queenstown, where goods intended for Ireland can 
be despatched to their destination in a few hours, 
while those intended for America will await the 
arrival of the Canadian or Canard steamers. It is 
impossible to estimate what may be fhe results of 
this network of communication which is to place 
the whole Continent of Europe in connexion with 
America through Ireland. All we can assert at 
present is, that a great traffic cannot pass through 
this country without spreading tangible advantages 
on its way. 
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Tue Board of Trade report on the Great Eastern, 
just published, has shown that, although one of the 
wonders of the age, she has yet many deficiencies to 
beovercome. These are, in many instances, caused 
by the enormous dimensions of the vessel, which have 
entirely overthrown all previous calculations. It is, 
indeed, wonderful that her success should have been 
as great as itis. The defects complained of relate 
more to the interior fittings than to the actual 
build of the ship. It is said that the beams 
which support the deck are of great length 
and too far apart. The cargo compartments, fore 
and aft, require additional strength. One compart- 
ment cannot be cleared of water exclusively of others. 
The “ joiners’ work is generally ‘of an inferior des- 
“cription, and very slight.” ‘There is no steam 
power for steering or coaling. ‘Phe screw shaft is 
quite exposed. The waste, steam, and other pipes 
are not secured so as to be safe at sea. The funnels 
are insecure and dangerous. There are no arrange- 
ments for efficient ventilation, ner can the water be 
confined to one compartment of the ship. 

Here are a few of the defects of the vessel. He 
would be a bold man who could define what addi- 
tional sum will be required to make them good, or 
what time the alterations will occupy. The lines, 
hull, and iron skin of the vessel are all first-rate. 
The inner fittings and appliances seem to be all de- 
ficient. It would seem that there is a limit to the 
size oí ships, beyond which they cannot be perfect. 
Perhaps the great genius which designed the enormous 
hull exhausted itself upon that creation, and passed 
over the interior fittings as things of minor import- 
ance. £80,000 have been spent upon the internal ac- 
commodations, yet if the report be accurate all this 
is thrown away. The present condition of a vessel 
from which so much was expected; and which was 
esteemed a monument of engineering skill and scien - 
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Yeoman will go out for an extra 
month ; and the others if no longer light horse- 
men, will meet an hour or two a week or a day for 
drill or rifle exercise. We wait here for num- 
bers, authority, and example; but when we 
once have them, we go on, and are not easily 
called back. It is true that the state of English society 
offers many obstacles in the way of a general armament ; 
but they are only obstacles and will be surmounted. It 
is not a pleasant thing to be a special constable when 
the foe isa mob, with the certainty of brickbats, and a 
fair chance of something worse ; yet there never is the 
least difficulty in obtaining any number of special con- 

stables, be the emergency ever so sudden or 
ever so serious. Our domestic habits and 
our mutual jealousies do not prevent political co-oper- 
ation on the largest scale. They have not preventeda 
system of social organisation to be found only in this 
country. They did not prevent the formation of a mi- 
litia in every market town at the beginning of the cen- 
tury, and they will not prevent a repetition of that pro- 
cess on any scale that public opinion may now think re- 
quired. 

It will be observed that nobody flatters our rural pa- 
triots. They are not told they can fight without drill, 
or break a square of infantry as easily as they could a 
dry fence. But they are told they may have to fight 
for their homes, and that, in the event of a successful 
landgng, they may have to retreat a hundred miles or 
so, seeing all their homesteads given to the flames, and 
county after county converted into deserts. They are 
left to conclnde that we should have rather a hard time 
of it, and that England would have to pay a large price 
for her safety. Allthis is far from pleasant to men 
long habituated to regular meals, quiet sleep, geod 
attendance, dry roofs, and no other foe than 
pilferers and small vermin. These people may 
be ready to meet a more terrible foe face 
to fate, if necessary, but they would rather be spared. 
It is not in their line. Were it an affair of fists, or of 
hard riding, they would feel it all fair ; but it is not fair 
to be suddenly matched with men who have made sol- 
diering their business all their lives. So they would 
rather it did not come to this. ‘They expect the navy to 
advance in proportion to the growth of our internal 
defences. Paradox as it may seem, the more we pre- 
pare ourselves to meet an invader on our own shores, 
the less should we permit him to land. Preparation 
itself provokes. All this talk of rifles is unavoidably 
the hurling back of a menace, and therefore, a menace 
itself. These things provoke one another. Neither side 
can or will sit still till the other does, and that in re- 
ality, not pretence. 

As for a common disarmament, if such a thing has 
been proposed, it could only be as a figure of speech, 
with no serious meaning. But the other day France had 
not armed, and would not arm, and then suddenly poured 
200,000 men across her frontier, and drove Austria out 
of Lombardy in a few days’ march. France, oí course, 
is now as unarmed as she was then, and that cannot 
mean much. There can, indeed, be no common terms 
between a country which lays the whole of its popula- 
tion under the conscription, and another which trusts 
wholly to volunteers. Our army and navy are both 
volunteer services, got together and kept together with 
immense difficulty and by high pay. Once laid aside 
they are as good as thrown away, and cannot be replaced. 
It has been shown over and over again that were every 
regiment disbanded and every ship put out of commis- 
sion, France could summon a new army of trained 
soliiers and a navy of good sailorsin a fortnight, if need 
be. For her to disarm is only to give her men a fur- 
lough, and save herself their pay. Our soldiers and 
sailors would have flown away to every corner of the 
land and every shore in the world, beyond the reach of 
recall. It is the system of France to provide against 
the evils of disarmament, and to reduce it to a mere 
name, She has a reserve of soldiers and sailors, 
good enough at least to make an amy and a 
navy for any emergency, and that reserve she has 
always within call. We have no such system.  Dis- 
armament with us is a serious reality. It is equiv alent 
to burning the ship and casting away the sword alto- 
gether, instead of merely turning it into a pruninghook 
for the time. No such proposition has been made, to 
the best of our bélief, and none such will be made. The 
bare suggestion is little more than a jest. We are 
twitted for our Channel Fleet and our Rifle Corps. It 
is evident, however, that the latter have no desire to 
cross the Channel ; and it is not in regard to that alter- 
native that France can object to them. 


The Daily News on Recent Reforms in Turkey :'— 


A new concession obtained from the Porte in favour of 
European usages prompted a diplomatist at Constanti- 
nople to remark “thatthe Sultan would henceforth 
have nothing to do but to declare himself a Christian.” 
The scheme of reform which has lately reached us from 
the Turkish capital indicates an encroachment upon 
the most vital point of distinction between a Mahometan 
and a Christian Government. The Porte has long been 
remarkable for its tolerance of almost every political sug- 
gestion that the wisdom of Western Europe could 
inspire. Commercial tariffs have been altered, 
Chistian communities have been invested with new 
privileges, criminal jurisdiction has been fore- 
gone where British or French subjects are con- 
cerned, even sailors in the fleet have been dréssed in 
the barbarous and Japhetic costume of trousers. 
there was one appeal to which, whatever might be the 
social reforms of Turkish private tlemen, the Sul- 
tan and his Ministers were inexorable.

the meantime, the criminal sentences peoees upon 
the recent political offenders indicate that the Porte is 
not influenced by any apprehension of a fresh commo- 
tion, as was at first anticipated. The sentences of 
death, indeed, have been commuted to long periods of 
imprisonment ; but these sentences were originally only 
five in number ; and the total number sentenced to dif- 
ferent periods of imprisonment is not less than 41. This 
indicates that the Government feels that it has vigour 
enough for action, and courage to strengthen itself by 
severe ties. That the remission of sentence of 
death will be anything more than nominal and tempor- 
ary, we are inclined to doubt. Every one who has 
resided in Turkey knows perfectly well that persons 
upon whom notorious execution is inexpedient are very 
frequently never afterwards heard of. If the Porte 
will vigorously pursue its promised course of reform, 
the personages now withdrawn from the scene will 
hardly be missed, and we need not hesitate to wish the 
Turkish Government success. 
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The Times on the French Press :— 


Weare not long without an opportunity of marking 
the effect on the French press of the late Imperial mo- 
nition.— Those diatribes which were waxing stronger 
and fiercer every day, which were rousing the French 
army and people into a fit of causeless exasperation 
against this country, and filling not only England, but 
every Continental State, with apprehensions for the 
preservation of peace, have now suddenly ceased. If 
anything eould show the artificial nature of these attacks, 
and the excitement which they kept alive, it would be 
the readiness with which both the press and the people 
have.acquiesced in the Imperial mandate. We must 
presume that 36,000,000 of people have the means of 
making their wishes prevail, and that in France, as 
under Constitutional Governments, public opinion is 
the real moving force. Yet, as far as we can see, there 
is no such burning hostility as will defy the voice of 
Prefects, and make itself heard in spite of warnings and 
suppressions. Not only has the French press, with the 
apparent epproval of its readers, abandoned its vindic- 
tive tone, but articles have appeared in more than one 
journal conceived in a spirit very friendly to this 
country. We publish, for instance, to-day, in another 
place, extracts from an article in the Pays—a journal 
which has been conspicuous for its opposition to this 
country, though a semi-official connexion with the 
Government has prevented it from degenerating into 
the style of the Univers or the Gazette de France. 

For the article in question and the change of tone 
which it indicates we must express our acknowledgments. 
It is no part of our business to question the sincerity of 
our neighbours, or to ask whether the utterances of to- 
day are consonant with those of yesterday. Asa peo- 
ple of fixed principles, not given to change, and caring 
more for the approval of our own consciences than for 
the admiration of strangers, we are as little likely to be 
elated by the compliments as wounded by the in ag 
of the Freneh is , We look upon both mly and | 
practically, and if the latter bid us prepare against that 
animosity which they are sure to nourish in the 
hearts of our neighbours, we hail the other as 
likely to restore France to equanimity and mode- 
ration. Whether the censures and the praises 
be sincere or not, they are still powerful in 
acting on the French temperament, and we must there- 
fore express our gratitude to the Pays and other journals 
for abandoning a course fraught with danger to the peace 
of Europe. What, indeed, can be more fatal to the 
interests of this great community of nations than the 
manner in which Frauce has of late affected to under- 
stand her relations to other States? She is surrounded 
by nations which have of late years made vast advances 
in the arts of peace, and wish for nothing but tranquillity 
to continue in the path they have chosen. In England, 
for instance, the whole mind of the country was concen- 
trated a few years since on developing the resources of 
the kingdom and of those distant regions which Pro- 
vidence has committed to our care. Not only was 
there no wish for war, but war was so alien to the 
spirit of the people, that many, judging of foreign 
nations by their own, asserted it to be impossible, and 
that the age of universal peace had begun. Our colonies, 
endowed with self-Government, were happy, flourishing, 
and loyal; thearmy and navy were diminished, to the 
great relief of the people ; and the British Gevernment, 
wisely judging its empire already too extended, thought 
only of converting its dependencies into g system of 
attached and mutually useful allies. Almost the same 
may be said of Germany, Belgium, Holland, and all the 
countries which have been subjected to the burden of 
former wars. Their railways and their factories, their 
ships and commerce, the improvement of the laws, and 
the elevation of the people engaged their attention, 
and no man looked upon war but as an evil, like 
smallpox or cholera, which might perhaps some day 
light on mankind, but which every honest Government 
would do its best to prevent.

Srr,—Your valuable Se meee was made the me- 
dium of correspondence ting to the state of our metropo- 
litan river, and suggestions, more or less feasible, hove thes 
been offered on the subject. If it is permissible again to refer 
to that subject, I beg to give an outline of one other project. 
It aims at an efficacious and economical solution of the preb- 
lem, proposing— 

1. To collect theanatter now discharged into the river, on 
either side, in two great main sewers, running parallel with 
the quay wall. These main sewers to commencé somewhere 
above King’s-bridge (A and B), and to terminate, one at 
oe sek Pond (C), another at the opening to Ringsend 
Docks (D). By admitting currents of water at A B, the 
discharges oí minor sewers should be carried along the cec!i- 
vity to U aml i), where properly constructed floating r-cep- 
tacles ought to be stationed. The refuse that now tamts the 
the Liffey should thus become a source of revenue. 

2. ‘The main sewers may be ceastructed at the cost of the 
city, with prospect of speedy return ; sufficient, certainly, to 
cover mo.e than the interest of any sum required to be ex- 
pended. But they may be constructed, perhaps, at the 
expense, or joint gh At of another party. For there are 
two plans practicable :—1. By opening the public road; but, 
2, by building arched passages along the bed of the rive. 
In the former case, the citizens should pay the cest; in the 
latter, an interested party is at hand to deiray it wholly or in 


t. se 

a The arched passage should t the basis of a plat- 
form of sufficient breadth to form a tramway to connect the 
Great Southern and Western Railway with the shipping. It 
might be necessary, in order to afford room for laden trucks 
to pass under the arches of the bridges, to sink the main 
sewers beneath the present bed of the river from A and B to 
Carlisle-bridge (E); but, from thence to C D, a course 
gradually approaching to the horizonta, should bring the 
causeway, previously to reaching those stations ona level 
with the quay road. An object of some importance to the 
Railway Company, saviag the outlay and expense of cartage 
through the city, as well as affording direct passenger accom- 
modation, should thus be accomplished; in return for which, 
they ought gladly execute the required works without charge 
to the citizens. 

4. As the tidal wave might still carry up impurities from 
the shipping (though much of that should be abated by a well 
digested port ney’ | regulations, and the providing of con- 
venient urinaries a-s ca it is suggested that at E a lock 
should be constructed, with a capactous chamber or chambers, 
capable of receiving ordinary canal boats, and through which 
(at certain rates of toll or lockage), crafts of that class might 
pass to and fro. There should, then, constantly be depth of 
water, sufficient for purposes of traffic, and of quality nearly 
as taintless asthat precurable at Lucan. If found uecessary, 
a second lock could be constructed somewhere between A, B, 
and E; but it is presumed thatthe tramways should accom- 
modate all necessary traffic, turf and bricks oe. 

Such, in outline, isthe scheme now proposed. Its broader 
aspect isa subject for contemplation chiefly to the Railway 
Company ; but if that project appears too bold, the elements 
of its simpler features arrange themselves, in a scientific 
mind, into an ideal cure for one growingly ictolerable nui- 
sance of our city, at once practicable and econemica!,—W ith

I have adverted to a common error 
prevails in speaking of a working and labouring 
class; and I would as earnestly protest ag sinst ano- 
ther error which assumes rest to be but lounging 
leisure, a mere cessation of active employment, or 
that, in any view of it, itis the exclusive privilege of 
a favoured few. In its true acceptation it is the 
provision which God has intended for every human 
being. The Christian poet, Cowper, has truly said— 

“ Absence of occupation is not rest ; 
The mind that’s vacant is a mind distress’d.” 


“ Rest,” says the judicious Hooker, “ is the end of all 
motion and the last perfection of all things that labour.” 
Laboursin us are journeys, andeven inthem which 
feel no weariness by any work, yet they are but ways 
whereby to come into that which bringeth not happi- 
ness until it do bring rest. For as long as anything 
which we desire is unattained, we rest not. Let us 
here not take rest for idleness. They are idle whom 
the painfulness of action causeth to avoid those labours 
wherewith both God and nature bindeth them; they 
rest which either cease from their work when they 
have brought it unto perfection, or else give over a 
meaner labour, because a worthier and better is to be 
undertaken. God hath created nothing to be idle or 
illemployed. The work of creation was completed in six 
successive days, when man, the last and mostperfect work, 
was made in the image of God, who beheld everything 
which he had made, and saw it was good. Thereupon 
followed the seventh day—the day without morning 
or evening. The work of redemption was finished 
when Christ, the Lord of the Sabbath, rose frem the 
dead; thenceforward the Lord’s day became the Sabbath | 
of Kedemptien, and therefore the Sabbath of the Chris- 
tian. A Sabbath yet remaineth for the people of God. 
Have you observed, that the day on which God is said 
to have rested from the work of creation was the first 
day of the week, for created man ?—it was the seventh 
day of the Almighty Creator. The Sabbath may, in 
this view, be considered as a day of preparation 
for the eee an of the business and duties of 
our ja-the week which is to fellow, as well as 
a day of rest from the week which has preceded it. I 
do not feel it necessary on this occasion to restate the 
arguments which seem to me conclusively to prove the 
permanent institution of the Sabbath-day. I had the 
opportunity of publicly defending the law of the Sabbath, 
on a memorable occasion, in the House of Com- 
mons, and in an appendix to the published report 
of what I was then enabled to urge, you may find 
reasons and references which, at least, satis- 
fled my own mind on this all important 
subject. Human nature demands a periodic rest from 
labour, as a necessity of human life. The ungodly 
spirit of an unbelieving people once presumed to sub- 
stitute a tenth day for a seventh, but it proved an 
impious and abortive effort to supersede the law of God 
by the commandment and will of man. It has even 
been found that rest is needed exactly according to the 
Divine proportion, by which the work of six days, with 
of rest, is as really, if not more, productive, 
and to the full as remunerative, as the work of 


labour, in defiance of the law of the Sabbath. This 
disobedience, moreover, if persevered in, wastes huma- 
nity, fur it exhausts its recuperative pewers ; nay, even 
for the beasts of labour, the law of periodic rest on the 
Sabbath-day is found to be such as common expe- 
rience itself commends. “ The Sabbath was made for man” 
—these are the memorable words of Him who spake as 
men never did spake, and declared Himself, as the son 
of man, to be the Lord of the Sabbath. It is a privi- 
lege, therefore, divinely provided for man, and it is not 
within the province of any human being to take it away 
from another. There is sometimes, I regret to say, a 
spirit of pharisaic umption in dictating the ex- 
act routine in which the Sabbath should be spent. 
Let every man be fully persuaded in his own 
mind. Oar blessed Lord has thrown a softened light 
upon the commandment in the benign comment of His 
own divine example, by which he rebuked the heartless 
formalism and self-righteous pride of the Pharisee, and 
he published the gracious admonition that God will have 
merey and not sacrifice.

Inisn Times of that date. The great importance of 
sending missionaries to thiscolony would be immediately 

seen from the facts that it was 500 miles long from 

north to south, and 400 from east to west, and con- 

tained 150 islands, inhabited chiefly by a race of human 

creatures, who, for the greater part, were totally 

ignorant of the existence of a God. He 

wished to make a few remarks upon the posi- 

tion of this country in relation to the world at 

large. Careful study and acquaintance of the land 

proved beyond a doubt that it was one day destined to 

become the terminus and great new pathway to the 
East. The moment that England discovered, through 

Captain M-Clintock, that all her efforts in the Arctic 

Regions must end in failures, she also learned that the 

sought for by Franklin and others would 
be, if accomplished, perfectly useless, as it was choked 
by impassable ‘barriers of ice; but it was at that 
time when the disappomtment of this ill success 
was likely to damp the ardour of navigators and 
discoverers, and the English people, that Providence 
had opened a new pathway for their exertions in the 
East. Mr. Garrett then alluded to the m which 
had been sent by the President of the United States to 
Congress, in which the Colony was spoken of as one 
deserving all the assistance that could be rendered for 
its evangelisgation. He also referred to the circum- 
stance that the site for the great contemplated line of 
railway, that wag toopen the distant country, and unite 
it with the most populated portion, was discovered by 

American engineers to be in British territory. Many 

great works had been carried on in Canada, but 
amongst the most remarkable was the bridge 
of the River St. Lawrence. It had been considered 

for many years that it was beyond the power of man’s 

skill to construct this bridge. Three difficulties which 

arose about’the matter were—First,the great width ;then 

the depth of the river, and the large masses of ice which 

rolled down its current at certain ‘seasons of the 
year. Stephenson, the great engineer, was invited 

to Canada, for the purpose of expressing his opinion 

as to the practicability of such a work; and he, 
after most minute calculations, came to the con- 
clusion that it could be built; and for three years 
the piers which he raised io the great river braved all 

the tides and tempests. It was by this stup-ndous struc- 
ture that Eastern Canada was opened to the people liv- 
ing tin the West. With this portion of the pathway 
complete—with the paramount facility for the 
establishment of a railway—it was believed by 
every statesman that England was the possessor of 
the largest means for hewing out a pathway to the East. 
When it was considered that, by a combination of any 
of the Southern States, English control and Go- 
vernment might, at any time, be cut off, it 
was but natural to feel an interest in a feature which 
presented so many novelties and interesting points as 
the colony of British Columbia. There were circun- 
stances which told them that the rapidity with which 
this pathway eould be opened might exceed their ex- 
pectations, The infant Parliament of the place, which 
once was so st ling as to boast of a yearly income 
amounting to only £400, derived from the return for 
licences issued to about three hundred public-houses, 
had, within a short space of time, become yearly 
possessed of £100,000. This was a proof that progress 
was being made in the institutions of the land. It was 
almost a miracle how a country, once comparatively 
desolate, should have started so rapidly forward, and 
made such astonishing strides in civilisation. One 
of the most remarkable productions in Columbia was 

her inexhaustable beds of coal lying alongside the inte- 
rior of Vancouver’s Island. Reports had informed them 
of the existence of coal there, but Captain Palliser had 
recently surveyed the beds, and he not only found there 
was an inexhaustible supply in the place, but also that 
it was of as good quality as had ever been dug. ‘This 
fact in itself was a great advantage to the colony, as it 
was calculated to increase the commerce between one 
place and ‘another. ‘The different steam vessels plying 
about there felt it a great boon to have a ready supply 
so close at hand. A very thoughtful man in London, 
some time since, when Captain Palliser’s report became 
known, stated it as his opinion that this very coal would 
be the means of converting China. (A laugh.) This 
statement would strike any one at first as a strange one ; 
but when it was considered that the existence of this coal 
might open t t sluice gates of commerce, its sin- 
gularity was no longer visible. It was evident froin all the 
different objects which appeared in connection with 
British Columbia, that that colony was one day to 
become the centre from which would emanate the 
spirit of holy religion to illuminate the dark super- 
stitions, and pour ita refreshing wisdom into the 
ignorant minds of the heathens. It behoved them, there- 
fore, to think seriously how far they were able to lend their 
aid in accomplishing so glorious a result, and planting 
in the land, not a seedling, nor a withered flower, but a 
branch from the true church that would flourish and 
blossom with hope, and spread its extending arms over 
the wide country. It was an interesting contemplation 
how faithful these poor creatures were, how loyal to 
England, when her own children rebelled against her. 
They proved themselves the friends of a people who had 
seized upon their iands,and yet gave them not the Gospel 
in return. One of the most encouraging features of the 
colony was, that, when they were first led to estab- 
lish churches there, found upwards of 75,000 na- 
tives eager to hear the Wordof God. “They all strongly 
manifested their intelligence in religious matters. Now, 
it was a s thing that, while the efforts of the 
Protestant. missionary were everywhere crowned with 
success, those of the Papal Church could find no footing, 
and the consequence of this was a declaration from the 
Roman Catholics that the natives. were incapable of 
conversion ; but, considering everything, it was put 
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which they passed daily, they would require companion- 
ship. He (the bishop) also intended allowing the ap- 
pointment of an industrial farmer on the grounds about 
their houses. This was his simple plan, and all he wanted 
were means to accomplish it. Mr. Garrett concluded 
by exp his earnest hope that the University of 
Dublin lend its assistance in this cause. Their 
great want lay in not having an adequate number of 
c men in the colony. He begged to propose te the 
di students about him that, as they could procure 
collecting cards, would endeavour to obtain the 
active co-operation of their friends in college. ‘The rev. 
gentleman concluded amid applause. 
The Rev. Mr. Poole made a few remarks upon the 
address just delivered, amongst which he observed on 
the importance of the existence of coal in the colony./

Tae AUSTRIAN Amyesty.—In accordance with one 
of the paragraphs of the Zurich Treaty of Peace a 
complete amnesty has been granted by the Emperor 
Francis Joseph to all his subjects who, between the 1st 
of January and the 24th inst., were concerned in 
bringing about the present state of things “in different 
Italian countries.” If any of the political offenders 
have been guilty of “common crimes or offences” 
(gemeine Verbrec oder Vergehen) they will, as a 
matter of course, be tried for them, and punished, 
if convicted. A few days ago about 50 Venetians 
who had joined Garibaldi returned to Venice. The 
young men, who were in sorry plight, deserted to 
Ancona, from which city they were conveyed by a 
Lloyd steamer to Trieste. If credit can be given to 
thei statement of such double deserters, the national 
army is in such a state that it would not be able to 
sustain the shock of disciplined troops for a quarter 
of an hour. 

Riout or Asytum.—aA stag-hunt, which lately took 
place in the forest of St. Germain, was attended with a 
rather singular incident. After a long run in the avenues 
of the forest, the animal reached the Esplanade des 
Loges, and, after crossing a pond, and passing under 
the ouk of Diana of Poitiers, entered the euclosure 
of the convent, pursued by the dogs and the hunts- 
men. The sisterhood and boarders were thrown 
into some alarm by the barking of the dogs and 
the noise of the horses. The establishment, which 
is a branch of the Imperial Institution of St. Denis, for 
the education of the daughters of members of the Legion 
of Honour, is now having large additions made to it, and 
it was there that the stag sought refuge through an open- 
ing in the wall. When in the court-yard, it made a 
spring throngh a bigh open window and got into the 
ehapel. The dogs attempted to follow, but found the 
leap too high for them. The huntsmen, not being willing 
to lose their game, were about to have the door opened, 
when the chaplain of the co..vent interfered, and observed 
that a chapel was a place of asylum, which ought to 
protect all created beings, and that he thererore begged 
that the poor stag might be saved. The sportsmen 
having acceded, the hounds were ‘drawn off, and after. 
a time the animal was allowed to go free into the forest 
A letter from Modena in the “ Corriere Mercantile ’’ 
of Genoa states that the ex-Duke of Modena, Francis V., 
on visiting his troops at Sanguinetto, did them various 
favours, had new uniforms distributed to them, and re- 
commended them to have a little patience, as the fruit 
would soon be ripe.

(c.) The new Government of Lombardy succeeds to 
the rights and obligations resulting from contracts re- 
gularly stipulated by the Austrian administration for 
objects of public interest, concerning especially the ceded 
territory. 

(d.) The Austrian Government is charged te refund 
all sums paid in by Lombard subjects, communal dis- 
tricts, religious societies, public establishments, &c., as 
caution money, deposits, &c. Vice versa, the new 
Government is charged to refund any such sums paid in 
by Austrian subjects. 

(e.) The new Government of Lombardy recognises and 
sanctions the railway concessions granted by the Aus- 
trian Government on the ceded territory, amd for their 
full length of time, and especially the concessions re- 
sulting from the contracts passed, under date of March 
14th, 1856, April 8th, 1857, and September 23rd, 
1858. 

Dating from the ratification of the present treaty, the 
new Government is bound to fulfil all the obligations 
which were incumbent upon the Austrian government on 
account of the above mentioned concessions as regards 
railways on the ceded territory. A special convention 
will regulate the railway arrangements between the re- 

spective countries. 

(f.) Lombard subjects living on the ceded territory 
are allowed one year, dating from the exchange of the 
ratification, to remove their goods and chattels to the 
Austrian rerritory ; they are at liberty to retain their 
landed property in Lombardy. The same facility is 
given to individuals born on the ceded territory o 
Lombardy and established in the States of his 
Majesty the Emperor of Austria. Absentees are 
allowed an extension to two years to decide upon their 
movements. 

(g,) Lombard subjects belonging to the Austrian

SARDINIA. 

Turi, Nov. 25.—I have not yet done with the Re- 
gency question, and must recur to it on this occasion 
to show you a new side of it, which must, in justice and 
fairness, be known in order to form a true estimate of 
this affair. It is thought a duty imposed by patriotism 
to hide and patch up, as much as possible, all divisions 
which may take place among men working for the same 
cause. The Italians, at any rate in their present mood, 
are extremely anxious to fulfil thisduty. According to 
my opinion they are too anxious to doso. The origin of 

great q are little misunderstandings, which could 
be easily arranged by a frank explanation, but which are 
sure to end in open antagonism, if the parties concerned 
are anxious about ap ces, and 
yield too much to that feeling of vexation and false 
pride which usually accompanies those little misunder- 
standings. Other people interested in the quarrel take 
advantage of the circumstances to envenom the senti- 
ments on both sides ; some mistake is made, and each 

riy tries to throw the blame on the other, and one 
ne morning the whole thing blows up. This being my 
individual opinion, I think the Italians make a mistake 
in attempting to hush up the misunderstandings be- 
tween Garibaldi and the authorities in Central Italy : 
and even in their own interest it seems to me desirable 
to place all the circumstances connected with this mis- 
understandingin their true light. To an impartial cor- 
dent this desire is likewise a duty. 
hen the war was over, and Garibaldi’s services were 
no more required in Lombardy, he looked about for a 
new field for his patriotism and activity, and found it in 
Central Italy, where he was received with open arms by 
every one, the Government included. His new position 
was scarcely known when the vouths from Lombardy, 
Venetia, and the Italian Tyrol began to flock to his 
standard. The Cacciatori delle Alpe, whom his name 
bound together, were among the first to follow their old 
leader. The Piedmontese Government projected, in- 
deed, to a two regiments of them, but as most of 
them had only enlisted for the war, out of the 6,000 or 
7,000 which the corps of the Cacciatori numbered to- 
wards the end scarcely so many hundreds could be kept 
back ; and even these, deprived of their officers and 
provided with Piedmontese commanders, -were only 
the shadow of what they had been before. Such had 
been the prestige of their old general, that punishment 
was almost unknown, and net a complaint occurred of 
a breach of discipline. With the change of command 
the nature of the Cacciatori seemed to have changed, 
and recourse had to be had to the severest military pun- 
ishment to keep up anything like order. It is scarcely 
necessary to say that this regretable condition was at- 
tributed by the Piedmontese commanders to the state of 
indiscipline in which the Cacciatori had been accus- 
tomed to live under Garibaldi, while any one else could 
see that the fault lay in wishing to apply the pedantic 
regulxtions framed for an army of conscripts to a body 
of volunteers, without having that prestige which had 
sufficed hitherto to procure blind obedience. 

Garibaldi, who has not been 10 years a Piedmontese 
General, naturally took a different view of the case, and 
did every thing to put an end to this pedantry ; but in 
vain, for there were certain promptings of amour propre 
which only strengthened the views of the organiser. 
Garibaldi, vlthough now second in command by name, 
still maintained in reality his ascendancy. As usual, 
there were friends on both sides who took advantage to 
widen the breach, often only out of misdirected zeal, 
but sometimes from interested motives, and only an 
occasion was wanting to bring matters toa crisis. This 
occasion was furnished by the advance of the Papal 
army and that of the Romagna against each other. 
sides the great national party in Central Italy there are 
little, but active, fractions of other 
te embroil things 
particular views. 
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Competition is having its effect, as good accommodation 
can now be had on more reasonable terms than hitherto. 
There is also an idea abroad that the influx of Russians 
has been such as to change the town into a Russian in- 
stead of an English colony. Such, however, is far from 
the case, as our countrymen are in great majority, and 
the last few Sundays there has been a numerous congre- 
gation at Church.

Cannock v. Handy. 

This was an interpleacer issue to try in whom lay 
the property in certain ae and chattels seized under 
a writ of fi. fa. by the sheriff of the city of Dublin. 

Mr. Serjeant O’Hagan, Q.C., stated the plaintiff’s 
case. He said the simple question in the case 
for the jury to consider was, whether the goods, at 
the time of the seizure, were the property of the 
claimants, the Messrs. Cannock and White. It ap- 
-g that in 1859 a gentleman named Irvine, resident 

n Eccles-street, in the city of Dublin, contracted 
certain pecuniary relations with the Messrs, Cannock 
and White, and the result was that he became in- 
debted to them in £516. Mr. Irvine was possessed, 
amongst other property, of the house in Eccles-street, 
and the furniture in it. The Messrs. Cannock and 
White applied to him for security for the money, and 
accordingly, on the 26th May, 1859, Mr. Irvine executed 
to the Messrs. Cannock and White a mortgage of 
the house in Eccles-street, and a bill of sale of 
the furniture. Attached to the bill of sale was 
a schedule, containing a full statement of the furniture 
then actually inthe house. The deed was executed on 
the 26th of May, 1859, and upon the same day there 
was a delivery of the furniture and house on behalf of 
Messrs. Cannock and White. A gentleman named Cre- 
dan, in the employment of the Messrs. Cannock and 
White, went to the house, and got the furniture handed 
over to him on behalf of the Messrs. Cannock and White. 
Mr. Irvine, however, was allowed to remain in occupa- 
tion of the house, until such time as he would be enabled 
to obtain suitable accommodation elsewhere. The 
session and delivery under the deed took place on the 26th 
of May. On the 22nd of June Mr. Alexander Handy, who 
had obtained aj udgment against Mr. Irvine, issued a fi. fa. 
upon it, and caused the sheriff to levy an execution upon 
the furniture, the subject ofthe bill of sale. Proceed- 
ings were then taken by the sheriff to test the rights o 
the parties. 

The Jury found for the plaintiff.

COMM UN PLEAS—NISI PRIUS—Yesrerpary. 
(Before the Lord Chief Justice and a Common Jury.) 
Smith e. Baker. 

At the sitting of the court this case was proceeded 
with. The action was brought on a bill of exchange by 
the plaintiff, a merchant in Cork, but when the case had 
been partially gone into, it was stated to his lordship 
that the defendant, who has a cross action in reference 
to the same transaction, could not proceed in the absence 
of certain books of account which the plaintiff had not 
brought with him, and that it was, therefore, desirable to 
postpone the further hearing until the books were in 
court. It was also stated that it would be for the con- 
venience of both parties to have the action tried at the 
same time. 

His Lordship, upon the terms of the defendant paying 
the travelling expenses of the plaintiff and his foreman 
‘to and from Cork, assented toa postponement until 
Friday morning. 
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about two months 
it was quite whether he ever would return to 
it. Under these cireumstances, it was clear that the 
defendant had no means of obtaining costs unless plain- 
tiff was compelled to give security. Counsel, moreover, 
the defendants were not responsible for 
the whole cargo. ‘The flour had been shipped at Rouen 
and was delivered in badcondition. Of the entire cargo, 
556 sacks had been consigned to a Mr. Casey ; 200 
sacks to a Mrs. Eliza Ward, and only 59 sacks to the 
defendants, for the freight of which, amounting to 
£7 2s. 6d., he admitted they were liable, but for no more. 
That amount, if required, he was prepared to lodge, 
with costs. 

Mr. Gibbon, on the other side, el the application. 
The case had already been fully investigated before the: 
Court of Admiralty, and referred to a law court for de- 
cision. There was no ground for the allegation that the 
plaintiff would not come to this country again. It was. 
quite certain that he would come here again if he 
business. But as regarded the defendants, the action 
had been brought against them as endorsees of three 
distinct bills of lading. They were, in fact, endorsees 
for the whole cargo, which had been placed at their dis- 
posal, and entered in the custom-house by them. 

Mr. Townsend contended that they were accountable 
for only the 59 sacks which had been delivered on their 
account. 

His Lordship said he was of opinion that the defen- 
dants had a good defence upon the merits, and there- 
fore he would order that security should be given for the 
costs. 

Brown v. Shekelton. 

Mr. Ferguson, Q.C., moved that the first paragraph 
in the plaint in this case be set aside, or amended, as 
being framed in contravention of the 34th General Order 
of 1852. The action in this case was brought for a mali- 
cious prosecution, the defendant having summoned the 
plaintiff to Collin Petty Sessions, on a eharge of having 
stolen corn and sacks, the property of said Shekelton. 
There were two other counts for the use of scandalous 
words. Damages were laid at £100, The objection 
was to the first count, which alleged that at the sessions 
the defendant, by his agent, falsely alleged that the case 
was settled, and caused the parties to enter no ap- 
pearance. Counsel contended that this was a separate 
cause of action, and should not have been imported into 
the first count, but put in a distinct one. 

Mr. Battersby, Q.C., contended on the other side, that 
the present motion was merely an experiment to put an 
end to the action without trial. It was alleged that the 
plaint was double. And it was not, and there were 
no facts stated in it but those which were necessary to 
ground the complaint. 

His Lordship said, he saw no necessity for the inuendo 
that the plaintiff had compromised the charge of felony, 
and therefore he would order that the plaint be amended 
so far as to strike out that and all other matter which 
was not necessary to show how the case was brought to 
an end. 


COURT OF BANKRUPTCY AND INSOLVENCY— 
YESTERDAY. 
(Before Judge Lynch.)

The bankrupt in this case was a tailor and draper, 
carrying on business in Sackville-street, and the meeting 
was for proof of debts, choice of assignee, and sur- 
render. It appeared the bankrupt had formerly been 
in partnership with a person named Phillips, but debts 
upon the separate estate of the bankrupt were proved.

Mr. Flanagan applied to the court upon behalf 
of the respondent, the official manager of the ‘Tipperary 
Bank, to transfer the funds in this cause in the hands 
of the court to his client, on account of incumbrance 
No. 3 in the schedule. 

Mr. J. B. Murphy, on the part of Mr. Thomas Joseph 
Fyre, of Bath, resisted the application, stating that his 
client wonld appeal to the Huvuuse of Lords from the 
judgment pronounced by the Court of Chancery Appeal 
in this matter. Until the appeal was decided the peti- 
tioner was not entitled to the funds, 

The Court refused the motion, holding that under 
these circumstances the money might as well be in its 
hands as in the hands of Mr. M‘Dowell. All he could do 
if he got it would be to distribute it amongst the cre- 
ditors of the bank, and in the event of an adverse issue
